The promptness with which the Grand Trunk Pacific denies the 


story that the dominion government was to be approached for further 
assistance to the G. T. P. enterprise ma plain that in the mind 
of the management of that company there is no doubt as to the light 
in which the public is prone to regard any further donations of public 
money to railway companies. 

In recent year Hines has been a very large change in public 
opinion with regard to the relations which should properly exist 
between railway companies and governmen Previous to the time 
the Laurier government came into office the regular practise was to | 
bonus. railways out of hand, with very little provison for public 
protection and no provision whatever for public ownership.

Following the Crows’ Nest affair and the inauguration of the 
Laurier policy of dealing with railways the system changed, Under 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier the liberals adopted a policy of guarantees, and on 
this policy the Grand Trunk Pacific was built. Not a dollar of bonus 
and not an acre of land was the slogan, and, speaking broadly, this 
policy was worked out, at least to the fulfilment of its promises. The 
Grand Trunk Pacific, which will be completed in a few days, has 
been built at no cost to the country except a loan of credit to the

the United States government with relation to the Alaska railways will 
receive a good deal of attention in the very near future. 

In connection with this enterprise, one of the most important 
things said in congress was when Secretary of the Interior Lane de- 
clared that the government might, if it felt it wise so to do, retain 
every other section of land for the purpose of bonusing the govern- 
ment railway, just as had been the custom ate ago of retaining west- 
ern lands to bonus privately-owned railways as the Union Pacific, the 

Southern Pacific and as Canada had done to bonus the Canadian Paci- | 
fic. The principle involved here is the same as that upon which the 
Crows’ Nest railway might have been built out of the coal lands. In 
brief, it is the principle of carrying out public Works from the incre- 
ment created by their construction.
